Marxism 


Rivalry 


BY HARPER PROWSE, MLA 


Although both Communism and 
Socialism have sprung from the 
teachings of Marx they propose 
different methods of achieving 
their goal of the class-less state 
where “each produces according *o 
his ability and consumes according 
to his need.” Communists are of 
one mind believing that this con- 
dition can only be brought about 
through the revolution and the dic- 
tatorship of the proletariat. The 
Socialists, and there are many 
schools of socialistic thought in the 
world today, believe that the ideal 
condition can be reached gradually 
through legislation after they have 
received enough popular support 
to give them the political power. 

Both groups bitterly attack cap- 
italism for its shortcomings, Both 
claim that capitalism, based as it is 
on competition between different 
groups or individuals seeking after 
profit, has failed either to produce 
or distribute production effecient- 
ly or fairly. They allege, and there 
is evidence to support their allegat- 
ion, that producing merely for pro- 
fits, instead of to satisfy human 
needs, tends to create from time to 
time situations where production 
is actually curtailed in order to 
maintain profits.

OBSERVERS WHO note the sim- 
ilarity of their final goals are 
sometimes amazed by the open and 
bitter rivalry which Communists 
and Socialists display towards each 
other. Actually the reason for this 
is not hard to find, 

The Communist, believing as he 
does with a religious fervor, that 
the goal can only be achieved by 
revolution, loses patience with the 
Socialists for their willingness to 
believe that it can be achieved 
through legal political action by 
degrees, Such teachings, in the

the people and postpones the day 
when they can hope to realize their 
goal 

On the other hand the Socialists 
feel that the Communists, because 
of their extremist teaching, and 
their obvious tie to Russian Com- 
munists, frighten people away from 
Socialism thus preventing them 
from receiving the popular support 
they require in order to achieve 
their ends, These factors are, of 
course, further complicated by the 
personal political ambitions of 
many members and leaders of both 
parties. 


MARX HAS been criticized be- 


cause his approach to the various 
problems has been more philoso- 
phical than scientific. He has tend- 
ed to interpret facts in such « 
manner as to prove his preconceiv- 
ed ideas rather than to consider 
them all in an effort to arrive at 
logical conclusions. Many of his 
deductions are based on question- 
able statements rather than accept- 
able facts. While he denies relig- 
ion as the “opiate of the masses” 
which persuades them to accept in- 
justice instead of fighting against 
it his theories have in them more 
of the elements of a religion based 
on materialism than a scientific ap- 
proach to economic problems. 

Socialism, while not so dogmatic 
as Marx and the Communists who 
have accepted him as their proph- 
et and Stalin as their high priest, 
still is marked by a tendency to 
try to prove what they believe to 
be true than to test their theories 
to see if they are true, 

* & & 


IN ORDER to reach their con- 
clusions they both show a lament- 
able tendency to overlook certain 
variable factors which affect our 
economic life. Both tend to stir up 
and capitalize upon human discon- 
tent while at the same time they 
refuse to admit that many of the 
injustices we suffer are the result 
of the inadequacies of human be- 
ings rather than of inherent weak- 
nesses in our economic system. 
They have yet to prove that their 
systems are any better able to cope 
with human weaknesses and vagar- 
ies than capitalism has, And both 
of them overlook the fact that cap- 
italism, becaue it is a condition 
rather than a theory, is constantly 
changing to meet new require- 
ments, 

But this much can certainly be 
said for both these groups, and 
must surely be admitted even by 
their severest critics; by concen- 
trating public attention on various 
injustices they have contributed 
towards the eradication of many 
evils and the improvement of the 
|welfare of the masses of people 
\all over the world, And while I be- 
\lieve that neither of them propose 
jan economic plan which is more 
acceptable than capitalism—espec- 
lially with modern modifications— 
I believe that their teachings and 
preachings have acted as a spur 
speeding the adoption of improve 
ments in our present system.

The government's CBC 
excindes the press and the public from its meetings— 
meetings at which matters of vital public interest are 
decided. But you the public are mot told the reasons jor 
these decisions. The Government-of-the-day can cance! 
broadcasting licenses and put any radio station out of 
business withomt « hearing and without right of appeal 
even when no offense has been committed.
